Fumes from the nicotine destroy 
the parasite.«.

Kill Ch ick en Lice 


Hens that are infested with Inaly 
lice or featiier rnites cannot pro- 
tluce efficiently. 
One of the easy 
ways of ridding an infestation of 
these {lest.s is to [>aint the roosts 
of the poultry house with nicotine- 
sulphate (black leaf 40) 
just be­ 
fore the birds go to roost at night. 
The heat of the hens wil! release 
the nicotine fumes and vermin on 
the birds will he killed. 
Body lice 
can he killed with one treatment, 
hut the feather mites and red mites 
that harbor around the roosts may 
take two or three treatments. 
Kx- 
amine a few of vfuir birds. 
If they 
are h’nisy, kill the lice right now 
with this simple ire;ttment.— Prairie 
Farmer.
